OPEN SESSION 
1. Chairman's Remarks 


Mr. Duff welcomed new Governors to the Board and stressed the importance of the work 
of the Board's Committees. 


2. Minutes of the previous (June 10, 1976) meeting. 


On a motion duly made and seconded, the minutes of the previous meeting were 
approved with the addition of the name of Professor Graham Martin to the list of those 
present. 


3, Business arising out of the minutes 


(i) The Chairman reported that Professor Dickie had agreed to chair the committee of 
the six faculty members on the Board which would study the best way to select 
faculty members for nomination to the Board. (Minute 3 (i1) on page 2 of the 
minutes of the previous meeting refers.) 


(i1) There was nothing to report on the establishment of the Commission on Rights 
and Responsibilities. 


(iii) = The Chairman reported that the two liquor permits had been renewed. 


4. Committee Reports 


The Chairman referred to the list of Board Committees for 1976-77 and briefly outlined 
the tasks of these bodies. 


On a motion duly made and seconded, the Board made the appointments as listed with 
the provision that Dr. Kubina replace Father Graham on the Personnel Committee and 
that the name of Professor Martin be added to the list of Members of the Personnel 
Committee.

Rector's Remarks 
(a) New construction 


Three specific proposals. concerning pressing needs are now before the Department of 
Education. These are: 


(i) The construction of a major building on the SGW Campus, primarily for 
library purposes; 


(ii) An extension to the Vanier Library; 


(iii) | The construction of an additional floor to the Drummond Science Building. 


(b) University planning 


In addition to the proposals listed in 5, said that the University must now 
establish a Concordia-wide plan for meeting the University's space requirements 
over the next decade. 


(c) The Re-organization of Science within Concordia 


Dr. O'Brien referred to Professor Bordan's report on this subject and to his own 
comments on that report, both of which had been circulated. This last important 
organizational change resulting from the merger would now be discussed in the 
Faculty Councils, then in Senate and, he hoped, brought to the Board for the 
November meeting. 


A copy of each of these two reports will be inserted In the Minute Book. 
(d) Bill 22 
On July 1, 1976, certain sections of Bill 22 came into effect. For Concordia, this 


means that the Minutes of the Board of Governors and of its Executive 
Committee have now to he written in French. The legal opinion which the Rector 


has been given is that for Concordia official documents may be maintained in 
English and French. 


It was agreed that the Minutes of the Board would be issued In both languages.

Professor Bordan reported that the commencement of classes was proceeding 
well. 


Father Graham said that exact figures of this year's enrolment were not yet 
available. 


Professor Martin informed the Board that there were three fiscal years in various 
stages of completion. The financial statements for 1975-76 had been completed 
and audited. For 1976-77 a provisional budget had been established. The basic 
Government: Grants were known, but important special cases had not been dealt 
with yet by the Government, viz., integration of personnel and merger costs. On 
the capital side a provisional budget had been set up in accordance with the basic 
grant formula. For. 1977-78, the Government had introduced a new triennial 
approach and required the budget submission for 1977-78 by September 30, 1976. 


The relevant documents on these financial matters would be forwarded to the 
Finance Committee. 


The Chairman requested the Board to permit the Finance Committee to take 
action on the 1975-76 statements and report its action to the Board at its October 
meeting. 


On a motion duly made and seconded, the Chairman was given this permission. 


Professor Martin stated that he would report on the Benefits Program of 
Concordia University at the next meeting of the Board. 


Correspondence 


The Chairman referred to the letter from B. Rochefort protesting against the Student 
Activity Fee of $21.50 charged to evening students on the Loyola Campus this year. 


New Business

The Chairman reported that he had undertaken to convene the first meeting of the 
Concordia Council on Student Life by mid-September. Because all members of the

Council had not yet been appointed, the first meeting will take place following 
September 27. 


The Rector reported that the new coat of arms had been approved but was not yet 
in Concordia's possession. The badge could be used now. He proposed that the 
ad hoc Committee on Identification be asked to recommend a policy on the use of 
the coat of arms. 


On a motion duly made and seconded, this recommendation was approved 


On a motion by the Rector, which was seconded and carried, the vacancies on the 
ad hoc Committee were filled by Mr. Horgan, Mr. Coveduck and Dr. Dubas. 


Mr. Wisniewski raised the question of the incomplete listing of professors' names 
in the timetables. Because Senate's action on this matter had not been effective, he 
asked the Board to intervene. 


In reply, Professor Bordan said that in some cases the rate of change in a faculty 
made it impossible to have a correct list of professors in time for the publication 
of the timetables. He agreed to follow up the matter. 


In reply to a question from Mr. Wisniewski, the Rector said that the sole mandate 
of the Student Task Force on student space was to make recommendations to him.
